Ladd, plans to go to Minot und then 
Grand Forks, and perhaps elsewhere 
ill the state, 
before 
returning to 
W ashington August 21. 
Senator Ladd said he was endea­ 
voring to get the forest reserve es­ 
tablished, feeling th at toe time has 
come when North Dakota should ben­ 
efit under this government act. For­ 
est reserves have 
been 
created in 
New York, New 
England and 
.the 
southern stuteg, he said. 
“A forest reserve would 
control 
the headwaters of 
rivers 
running 
through the Missouri 
valley, 
lielp 
prevent floods here and in the Mis­ 
sissippi,” he said. 
“It would be the 
beginning of reforestration of this 
state, and the time is coming when 
the state must have 
forests. 
The 
country will in the future have to 
depend on reforesting' for its tim ber 
supply. 
Forests, of course, 'help to 
preserve moisture and are a benefit 
to a state in th at manner.” 
, 
Ragion In Mind 
The region Senator Ladd has par­ 
ticularly in mind, he said, is beyond 
the Killdeer mountains, 
where 
the 
governm ent owns much land. 
The 
Great Plains Experimental Station at 
Mandan, which has done much in tree 
culture, could be used in reforesting 
the area, he said, and tlie lands also 
could be used for grazing.

automobiles. 
Four charges of nitro-gly- 
cerine were used by the yeggs 
in blowing off the outer and 
inner doors of the safe. They 
made a complete job of it, and 
their work 
indicated 
they 
were professionals in the busi- 
ne.ss of banditry. Non-nego- 
tiable securities in the vault 
were not touched. 
The telephones and tele­ 
graph wires were cut, prevent­ 
ing the spreading of the alarm 
until 4 :30 this morning when 
Wing- parties reached Arena 
and sent out word over the 
Northern Pacific- r a i 1 r o a d 
wire. 
The robbery occurred 
between two and three o’clock 
this morning.

Obtaining a crow bar from 
the N. P. section house the 
yeggs pried the front door 
open. They proceeded about 
the business o f. blowing the 
safe with dispatch, firing four 
separate charges, which were 
heard by citizens. 
None was 
fpuná today who admitted see­ 
ing the bandits, but one man 
reported having seen two-high 
powered automobiles and he 
judged there were ten men in 
the robbery. 
The blast not only tore the 
doors from the iiafe, but blew 
out all the windows except two 
small ones, broke down two 
doors and shoved in part of a 
frame wall.

Downward Tendency at First, 
Upward Later 


Chicago, Aug. 8.—Wheat at first 
tended downward, being affected 
by a decline in Liverpool quota­ 
tions and by a slightly bearish 
construction placed on the United 
States government crop reports as 
to wheat.

Bite of Tiny Coral 
Snake More Deadly 
Than Rattlers 


Tucson, Ariz., Aug. 8.—The coral 
snake, so small it is not considered 
dangerous, has the deadliest poison 
of any snake found in this part of 
the Southwest, Dr. Charles T. Vor- 
liics, head of "the deiiartmciit of bio­ 
logy at the I’niversity of Arizona, 
said in a recent lecture here. 
The coral, the annulated snake and 
the rattlesnake are the only types of 
poisonous snakes in this region, Dr, 
Vorhies explained. 
The annulated 
snake is rarely found, he added, so 
that people arc in little danger of 
being bitten by any variety except 
the rattle-snake. 
In his opinion, the gila monster 
has poison less dangerous than that 
of the rattlesnake. Despite popular 
opinion to the contr.ary, the eam- 
pomocha, an insect, the vinegaron 
and the Child-of the Desert are harm­ 
less creatures, ^ e scientist stated.

North Dakota's state capítol is a 
standing advertisement of the state. 
With this premise in mind, mem­ 
bers of the state board of administra­ 
tion 
have made a number of im­ 
provements and hope that the legisla­ 
ture next winter will make possible 
the continued improvement. 
The state capita) is visited by thou­ 
sands of tourists during the summer 
season. The inipiession they g e f of 
the Capitol is an impression they will 
carry away of the state, board mem­ 
bers bcllqwo. 
Improvements thia year" h.ave in­ 
cluded the planting of flower beds in 
front of the entrance to the capital, 
and on either side of the building. A 
profusion of beautiful' flowers of all 
colors has ibecn the .result of careful 
attention to the flower beds. 
A fine lawn has been created oh 
the ground immediately surrounding 
the new half-million dollar Liberty 
Memorial Building, which is to be 
occupied soon. The ground was sod­ 
ded and the results this year have ex­ 
ceeded the expectations of the board. 
A new cement walk is being con­ 
structed to connect the main capitol 
building and the memorial building, 
and the cement walk leading from 
the capitol building downtown parti­ 
ally rebuilt.

TO RESEARCH WORKERS 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 8.— Psychology 
is 
rapidly

a dom inant factor in all phases of 
modern 
life, according to 
William 
McDougall, professor of psychology 
at H arvard University, who deliver­ 
ed an address as the president of 
th e special section in psychology at 
the British Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science today.

though progress in

Britain 
has been slow," he said, “ in Canada 
and America many opportunities are 
offered both for teachers and
